AMEAD OF EVERY NATION

Uncle Bam's Troope Physically Buperior to
Any in the World.

BUT SIZE IS NOT THE WHOLE THING

Comparntive Measarements of Sol-
diers of Other Lands<Defects in
Volunteers—Whnat Constitntes
the ldeal Soldier.

The Yankee 1s a mnch bBigger man than
the Spaniard, and that s an important ad-
vantage for the American in this war. With
all his pride of race the haughty Don Is n
Hitle fellow; In stature he Is Jeast among
the Buropeans, aversging only five and one-
half Inches over five feet. The moldier who
fights under the stars and stripea averages
five feet weven and one-hall inches In his
stocking feet; he weighs ten pounds more
than the Spanlard, and his chest girth is
nearly two Inches greater. These are points
that count on the field of batile.

Of course, sise I8 not everything in n
enldier, Never in history has it counted
for so Ilittle as It does today, inasmuch as
modern warfare i& conducted chiefly by
muchinery, battles are fought at long ranges,
und hand-to-hand encotibtera are rare. The
Japanese arve smaller than the Spaniards,
yet there are no flercer fighlers; the Ameri-
can Indians, on the other hand, are superior
in stature to the Yankees. But, other
things being equal, the bigger man has an
advantage,
clvilized men; In Europe only the Nor-
wegilan approaches him nearly in -this re-
spect, and the Englishman is a full Inch
shorter.

Reerults for the war with Spain have been
subjected to physical examinations of un-
pnruilrled severity, 20 and even 25 per cent
of ‘many companies being thrown out on
actount of defects. The supply of men s
g0 miuch greater than the demand that re-
quirements have been ralsed proportion-
ately, and tho soldiers gathered for this
conflict on the American side will average
higher In respect to bodily development and
health than any army sver before assem-
bled by any nation. Fledgling youths, such
as were enlisted so numerously In the civil
war, will be consplcuous by thelr absence.
There will be no drummer boys of nursery
age and fat men and bow-legged men will
be turned down.

The average volunteer rejected on his
“physical™ these days Is o very much nston-
ished person. He has been accustomed to
consider him#elf as reprofentifg, pretty
nearly at all events, the beau ideal of man-
hood, and his surprise is great when a cold-
eyed military surg¢on pleks out flaws all
over him. He is too tall, perhaps, Not
that =ix feet and a bit over I8 an abjection-
able stature, but very tall men are apt to
Iack depth of chest, which Is o gquality in-
dispensable In a secldier. Depth of chest
moeans lung capacity, which Implies endu-
rance, marching abllity, ete,

The surgeon Inspects the teeth of the
would-be recruit, as If he were a borse, and
turns him down if they are bad. Cood teeth
are required for the proper chewivig of food;
defective ones mean dyspepsia.,, If 1t be
true that an army “travels os-its-stomach’
the Individual fighting man is handlcapped

by trouble with his digestive apparatus,
Maybe the volunteer §8 too short. er too
fnt.

Plumpness is well enough, but the Wer
department wants no fat men, because they
lnck streéngth, endurance and activity., Be-
sides, fat is o symplom of physical degen-
eracy, and is apl to mean weakness of the
heart.

The volunteer, “fit" in other respects is
Hkely to be amazed at finding himself re-
jected becanse his feet are excessively flat;

GUNS OF THE NEW ORLEANS,

Armament of the Urniser 'archnsed

from “raril,

The Scientific Ameriean of May 21 gives
A description of the guns of the crulser
Now Orleans, trecently pul Inte commission
and attached o Commoadore Schiey's squad-
ron. The cruiser was purchased from the
Nrazilian government It Is British built
and Its guna wore furnished by the Arm-
sirongs. The artlele days:

The maln armamenl s made up as fol-
lows: There are three«dsinch rapid-fire, §0-
caliber guns forward, one on either heam
deck and one sponsoned out on elther boam
on the gun deck: threb &ifhch rapid-fire guns
aft, on tha poop anfl two in sponsons
on the gun deck. Of iN¢se guns, three can
ba trained dead ahend. three dead astern
and two on elther beoatlaide, On the gun
deck, in broadside hetwien the 6-inch guns,
there are also four &3-Ipeh rapid-fire guns.
The secotdary battery 'consists of ten 8-
pounders, of which six afe on the gun deck
and four on the poop and) forecastle deck.

Those who are fantliar with (he appear-
ance of the larger Fiffes will notios that
thess guns are unusually long, the length
being fifty calibers or twenty-five feet. It 1=
only a few years sinoe (hirty-five ecalibers
was the limit for riflédl gyns. The increased
length is adopted to acewre groater veloolty.
With a given charge of powder the velocity
of a shell will be proportional to the time
during which the gakes of explosion aot
upon it In the bore of the gun, The longer
they can exert their pressure upon the shell
the greater will be the velocity with which
it will [gsue from the muzzle.

The Increase of energy due to Increaged
velocity Is extremely valuable In the navy,
where It is desirable to save all possible
welght. 11 by increasing Ua veloelty we
can make a five-inch shell penetrate as far
ae a slx-inch shell, we can save aboul one-
hal! the weight of a six-Inch battery. It
Is considered that, so long as the shell can
be put through n ship's armor, ite elze is
of secondary Importance. If an elght-inch
ghell could be made to penetrate the slde
armor of a ship and burst In the engine or
boller . reom, It would be cortaln to disable
the ship almost as surely as a ten-inch or
twelve-Inch shell.

To show what welocity will accomplish
it may be noted that a four-inch 40-ealiber
gun has g muzzle energy of about 1,000 foot-
tons and will penetrate ten inches of Iron
at the muzzle: whereas an R0-caliber gun
of the same bore has 2,055 foot-lons of
energy, o muzzle velocity of 2.215 feet per
gecond and a muzzle penetration of 187
inches. Again, the six-inch 30-ecallber gun,
with o weloeity of 2,000 fest per second,
penetrates fourteen inches of lron at the
muzzle, as against 2,642 foot-seconds wve-
locity and 21.2 i{nches penetration for the

Attached to the guns are two pis-
tons which travel in the evlinders, the lat-
ter heing filled with glycerine. When the
gun iz fired the gun slides back in the sleeve
carrylung the plstons with [t, and the recoil
18 checked by the reslstance set up by the
glycerine In traveling through the pistons,
the passage of the fluld being throttled by
a gradually closing valve. After the gun
has made Its full recoll it I8 returned to the
londing positlon’ by the actlon of the coil
springs,. awhich are lcomprezsad: during the
recofl. The gun and the gun crew are com-
pletely protected on' the front, sides and
overhead by n Harvey steel shield, which
is four inches in thiokness in front of the
gun. The shield codes down cloze to the
deck, and, as 1t is Hafted to the carringe
and rotates with it, the crew are safe from
machine gun bullets dn\l the lighter rapid-
fire shells.

The sights, of wbiuh um-e are two separ-
nte sets, one on eachk side of the gun, are
attached to the trunpfon’ sleeve and are not
affected by the recoll. The gun Is carefully
balanced upon a comieal mount, which ia
firmly bolted down ‘to ‘the framing of the
deck. It rotates on-a -race of steel balls,
and the balance, whén it is in the loading
position, is 8o perfetf that the whole piece,
weighing over seven and a half tons, can
be moved with a very-salight pressure, At-
tached to the left-hahd side of the carriage
and swinging with the gun Is a platform,
upon which the gunner stands., A similar
platform is hung from the right-hand side
of the carriage and in line with the right-
hand sights, Just in front of the gunner
are two hand wheels, one vertical, one¢ hori-
rontal, for tralning and elevating the plece.
In front of the platform Is stowed away a
small electrie baltery from which wires lend
to the breech block for igniting the charge.
This |8 done by the gunner pressing a small
rubber air bulb,

It is possible that the murderous hail
of bullets from an enemy's machine guns
may find its way through the open elols
in the shield and corry away the sights.

probable bagls for the coalitlon at this time
Is to be found in Mr. Chamberialn's speech
recently delivered. which has aroused so
miuch Interest on both hemisphores.

S0 far as the Nicaraguan canal Is con-
